Council 


yesterday, 


outlawed jay-walking, 


created silent zones, gove tho public tho right 
of way on pedestrian crossings and restricted 
learner drivors, undor five foct four inches, to 
driving “only a particular” modifiod vehicle. 
The new regulations; to be enforced by a notice in 
the Government Gozette; also divided motor 
vehicles into five categories for the purpose 
of issuing driving licences, and fixed the price 
for a learner's licence at HK$2. : 


Two silent zones have been 
created on the Island. The 
one in the Central District 1s 
bounded by Queen Victoria 
Street, Connaught Rood Cen- 
tral, Murray und Queen's Road, 
Central. 

The other is at Pokfulam in the 
‘Queen Mary Hospital vicinity. It 
includes Sassoon Road, from its 
Junction with Victorla Road to its 
junction with Pokfulam Rond: 
Pokfulam Rond, between the 
Chinese Christian Cemetery and 
the Ebencger Blind Homa; and all 
approach — rouds leading | from 
Pokfulnm, Road to the Queen 
Mary Hospital 

On the Mainland, the silent zone 
includes the whole areca South of 
Jordan Road and Gasgolne Road, 
vounded by the sea on the Fast 
and: West. The silent zone hours 
on the. mainland wore fixed be- 
tween midnight ond sunrise. 

Outlawing jay-walking, the re 
gulations said that any person 
who uses the carriageway of a 
road -without due clire and atten- 
tion or without. reasonable con- 
sideration: for~.any>-vehicle shall: 
be guilty of an offence! .

FLOURISHING BUSINESS 


Shanghai, December 18. 
A lot of people are learning that it pays to know 


how to pass the buck 


out here. Government 


restrictions have created a flourishing trade in 


both silver and U.S.. dollars. 


The problem 


confronting those with cither of these to sell 
is where to get the best rate. 


Although conviction .on a 
charge of black market currency 
orerations carries with it a 
pennity of up to seven yeurs 
imprisonment, ‘that docs not 
deter those who want to buy 
U.S. or silver dollars tp make 
a profit—or those unwilling to 
surrender them at the official 
rate at na loss. 

The ratio between the black 
market find the official rate on 
December 14, was approximately 
3-1... And that's where the 
know-how of passing the huck 
comes th. 

The black market in forelgn 
currency transactions was driven 
deep underground last Augus’ 19 
when the government passed .ts 
iH-fated foreign currency and 
price control regulations. ~ 

The . threat‘ of the death 
penalty, enforced then, jolted 
focal black marketeers as ‘they, 
had never been jolted bofore 

They Immediately went Into 

decp hiding, particularly when 


one of thelr mumber wap ac- 

tually executed. 

Although the August 19, re- 
Rulntions have since been re- 
scinded, and the death penalts 
reduced td seven years’ impri- 
sonment, currency  speculatorr 
never got around to coming out 
into the epen again. 

So although there {ts a black 
market for U.S. dollar trans- 
netlons, Where to find the black 
market is another question.

It is greatly to be hoped 
that-the response to the re- 
cruiting drive planned for 
the New Year for the pur- 
pose of creating a substan- 
tial and efficient local defence 
‘organisation ‘ill not suffer 
too severely from past errors 
in policy which have alien- 
ated many loyalties, Condi- 
tions are such that it requires 
ho exceptional sense of res- 
norsibility to realise that the 
early reconstitution of a De- 
fence Force is a matter of 
hith importance, and further 
that our security as a Colony 
mov very easily depend, at 
least in the first instance. 
upon a‘capacity for effective 
“ohilisation of our own man- 
“awer resources, At the 
same time it must be anti- 
ripated that that there will 
be difficulty in breaking 
down the feeling of griev- 
ance entertained for varlous 
reasons by many who served 
Hone Kong in 1941, and it 
would be ‘a serlous mistake 
to assume that the Bill pre- 
sented in Legislative Council 
last Wednesday contributes 
at all usefully towards this 
end. Neither in the Bill it- 
self nor in the speech of His 
Excellency the Governor in- 
troducing it was there any- 
thing to’ provide the basis for 
encouragement of the idea 
that things will be materially 
different next time, if there 
is a next time.

“FLU” THAT’S NO FLU

There was intense fever, big loss ot 
water (by vomiting and dysentery), no 
response to diet, the infants died a 
few days. Doctors fought the intecuon 
by transfusions of saline fluid or blood, 
but in spite cf this the death-rate rose 
to 40 per cent. Finally the infants 
were put on a diet of whey, and par- 
enamine (a hydroysed protein) was in- 
jected into their veins. This reduced 
the death-rate to two per cent. 


Meanwhile Salmonella organisms hat 
been identified as the cause of these 
later outbreaks, a special type. Sal- 
monelia Group C, being responsible tor 
the deaths. : cs, 

This led bacteriologists.to study the 
occurrences of these wogs, and there

These names do not signify the local 
origin of the germs, but merely that

dam (one of the most virulent) is found 
not only in New Guinea, but in the 
Philippines. 

The distinguishing feature of the 
gastroenteritis s2t up by Salmonella 
germs js its suddenness and_ severity, 
the short course (in adults, at least)— 
two to five days—and the “hangover™ 
that follows (intense w2akness, the 
“shakes,” persistent headache. nausea; 
often a relapse). Children and old peo- 
ple are biggest sufferers. Neither can 
stand prolonged loss of water. 

The name “gastric flu,” is a misnomer, 
Owing to the prevalence of cou and 
colds, Salmonella infection, coinciding 
with a cold, is labelled gas‘r’c flu. It’s 
usualy spread by food handled by a 
convalescent (a “carrier”), There may 
be other ‘modes of infection. Since 
penicillin and. the sulpha drugs are In- 
effective against Salmonella, streptomy- 
ein has been tried, with variable re- 
sults. 

Giving a germ a name doesn’t kill It, 
and if it kills you you don't bother 
what it was, but there’s one safeguard, 
avoid food handled by possible “gastric 
flu” carriers. Cooking kills the germ, 
but food in restaurants and sandwich 
shops is handled after it is cooked, so 
the advice isn’t easy to-follow. While 
carriers are about there will bs “gastric 
flu.” til the infection dies out for lack 
of new victims.

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! eaten while ‘gazing over a plain; the 
next day ai old red gum tree would 
comfort us as we stepped out the door. 

Inside the caravan nothing changed, 
but in a strange way the atmosphere 
of the little room ‘reflected some 

. quality of the place in which it stood. 
hough shut in trom the night air of 
a wide plain, with the light burning 
comiortingly from above our heads, 
we were yet conscious of a spacious- 
ness beyond our door. Should ‘trees 
surround us like s wall we felt their 
presence even when we could not see 
them. m4, 5 

The bed, too, seemed to change its” 
position, a fact that often made me 
“pemark. “Things seem turned 
around. The bed should be up at this 
end” 

‘With our petrol running low, we had. 
pulled into this beautiful place, feel- 
ing, as we: had so often felt “before, 
that we had found a paradise. Two 
king parrots left the tree beneath 
which we stopped and, beyond the 
wattles, orchils bloomed in such pro< 
fusion that we sat in‘the car and gazed 
at them in amazement. : 

Later, we walked through the bush, 
cerushing with each step some lovely 

. Gower that it was impossible to avoid. 
In shady places the blue bells crowded 
together as if a piece of sky had fallen 
and: lay scattered in the grass. 

Grampian lilies pushed their way 
through clumps of emu .bush and in 
the open spaces the orchids stood erect 
and still, lonely flowers even when they 
grew so thickly that their blooms were 
often hidden beneath sturdy grevilleas 
and pink wax-flowers. .. 

The blue “cockatoos”. were the most 

mmcn, but the ‘spider and bearded 
orchids were scattered among - them, 
taller and more isolated than their 
gentler brethren. 

We took the side off a {fruit case and.

Happy Ending — 


Both detect the existence of a great 
lover, an amatory wolf of the noblest 
breed, disguised in Boffin's clothing: 
and both, when he has extricated 
them from the perils of their Transat- 
antic journey.. arrive, armed with 
cleaning materials and fragrant with 
good intentions, at his grim suburban 
homestead... .. : 

All ends happily, if a trifle conven- 
tionally. The stewardess g2ts her 
Boffin; the movie queen gathers her 
sables about her and. with a sigh of 


resignation, goes winging home to 
Hollywood. g . . 
In fact. “No Highway” is 2 -good 


novel spoiled—at least to my tasta— 
by the .gratuitous addition of much 
sentimen‘al flavouring. It is as if 
you were handed a glace of drv white 
wine and your host dropped into it = 
masive lump of sugar.

How It Works 

This Is because the strength of 
the ground signal at any given 
point increases with the height 
of the transmitting aerinl.

The first publle demonstration 
of the possibilities of: airborne 
television’ was made when tele-

Philadelphia were reiayed by 
aircraft over a wide area. Since 
then American engineers have 
corried their experiments much 
further, - and unless Britaln is 
prepared to. abandon the entire 
world ¢elevisoin. market to the 
United States action will have to 
be taken NOW. 

The possibilities of these uir- 
borne television stations are irc- 
Mendous, und a world-wide ex- 
port market awaits the 
country to perfect them.

fifty to ong that even ff you 
hnve, you could not put your 
finger on it on the map stralght 


The facts are these. 


AQABA stands at the hend of 
the Gulf of AQABA—"tho first 
turning to the right" as ships sail 
north up the Red Sea to Suez, It 
is the Southarnmost town and 
only port of Transjordan, the 
tiny Arab Kingdom (estimated 
Population: 400,000) ruled by 
King Abdullah, the Flrst—a King- 
dom which has been independent 
since May 25, _ (040, _ after _.95 
yeats of Britlsh mandatory rule, 

Great’ Britain has a treaty with 
the Transjordanian Arabs, her 
best friends in the Middle Enst 
and the most loyal Arab allies ‘in 
World War Two. 

Its defence clauses promise 
mutual assistance in the event of 
war. British troops gan move 
freely through Transjordan at all 
times. 

Britdin hos a RAF station 
just outside the cnpiti]—-AMMAN, 


Solomon's Navy 


AQABA has not always known 
obscurity. Nenrly a thousand 
Years, before Christ King Solomon 
built a mavy at this port. In 
later biblical! days it was an im- 
portant seaport’ in Indo-Egyptian 
trade. 

In more recent years: the Arab 
armics which fought with the 
allles .ngainst the Turks in the 
Great War used AQABA asa 
base,
